cials also Making Ready for State­ 
hood Proclamation.

Guthrie, Ok.. Ort. 28.—State Treas­ 


urer-elect Menefee has arranged for 
and will execute to the new slate a 


bond in the sum of $.*>00,000 as soon 


as he receives the oath of office under 


statehood. There has been no bond list 
determined upon by the new adminis- 
tiation. but in this instance the treas­ 
urer will pledge to 
the 
state 
the 
amount named by the Territory for 
the territorial treasurer .Mr. Menefee *s 
boud will be made by a surety com­ 
pany. one of the three authorized to 
do business in Oklahoma. 
The feder­ 
al law allows no such company to 
guarantee a sum greater than $105,000 
thus necessitating a 
reinsurance 
of 
•early four-fifths of the amount with 
other companies. 
prior to the failure of the Capitol Na­ 
tional bank here nearly four years ago 
the Territorial treasurer was bonded 
in the sum of $100,000. The Territory 
had something like $200,000 tied up in 
the failure, its safety pledged by an 
Eastern bonding company, which, be­ 
fore paying litigated the Territory's 
claim to the limit. 
As a result of this 
the 
Territorial 
legislature 
passed 
stringent laws, imposing such require­ 
ments upon insurance companies do­ 
ing a bonding business that all but 
three accepted a corporation's privil­ 
ege and left Oklahoma. Following this 
incident the Interior 
department 
at 
Washington ordered 
the 
Territorial 
treasurer s bond increased to $500,- 
000. which was done, the major por­ 
tion of it being made bv a bonding 
company which had remained in the 
Territory. 
Bonds for Territorial officers have 
been more of a rule of official pre­ 
cedent than of law, being named in 


amount and accepted or rejected by 
the governor, who ha i been the ap­ 
pointive officer 
In all 
cases, 
save 
that of treasurer, tho Territorial honda 
have been personal ones. The Attor­ 
ney general is bonded for $3,000, the 
bank commissioner for ,$25,000, 
the 
grain inspector for $t0,000, and the au­ 
ditor. who is also .superintendent of 
schools, for $10,000, 
The pdjutant general is pl cdg* ! to 
♦ae tori dory in th*1 sum of $2,000 aud 
to the federal government foe $7 O O. 
The latter is made by a bonding < >«:- 
patly. 
As well as being adjutant gen­ 
tle is d isp u tin g officer to the Oklaho­ 
ma National Guard for the War and 
Treasury departments of Washington, 
There is placed to the adjutant gerfbr- 
al’s credit in a government depository 
the sum necessary to pay and maintain 
state troops under the various depart­ 
mental orders, and his government 
bond is for 50 per cent of the amount 
involved. 
The Territorial secretary is bond­ 
ed to the Federal government iii the 
sum of $30,000, but iu no amount to 
the 
territory. 
His 
office 
usually 
handles three times more money for 
I the Territory than it does for the gov- 
| eminent. 
However, th acustom has 
r not been to exact a bond for thy Ter- 
ritory. 
What of the state officers will give 
bonds, the amount, as well as the man­ 
ner of their making, is to he regu­ 
lated by future law , and the $500,000 
bond Treasurer Menefee is making 
may either he increased or diminish­ 
ed By taking this early step, however. 
he will be competent to take active 
charge of Oklahoma’s finances smut] 
taneously with the president's procla- 
ii ation.

Guthrte, Ok., Oct. 28.—Stuu- Treas- 


urer-elect Ment-t'ee has arranged tor 
and will execute to the new state a 
hond In the sum of $SOl),000 sis soon 
as he receives the oath of office under 
•tatehood. There has lieen no bor^d list 
determined upou liy the new ndmlnls- 
tiatlon. b«t in this Instance the treas- 
urer will pledge to the 
slate 
the 


amount named by the Territory for 
the^territorial treasurer. Mr. Menofee's 
Vend will be made by a surety com- 
pany, one of the three authorized to 
do business in Oklahoma. The feder- 
al Jaw, allows no such company to 
guarantee a, sum. greater than $105,000 
thus necessitating a reinsurance of 
Be&^ly .ftHir-BftlkB. of the amount with 
other companies. 
prior to the failure of the Capitol Na- 
tional bank here nearly four years ago 
the Territorial treasurer was bonded 
In .the sum of $100,000. The Territory 
had something like $300,000 tied up in 
the failure, its safety pledged by an 
Eastern bonding company, which, be- 
fore paying litigated the Territory's 
claim to the limit. 
AB a result of this 


the Territorial 
legislature 
passed 


stringent laws, imposing such require- 
ments upon insurance companies do- 
Ing a bouding b.nsiness that all but 
three accepted a corporation's privil- 
ege and left Oklahoma. Following this 
Incident,..the Interior department . at 
Washington ordered 
the Territorial 


treasurer's bond increased to $500,- 
000, which was done, the major por- 
tion of it being made by ti bonding j 
company which had remained in the ! 
Territory. 


Bonds for Territorial officers have 


been more of a rule of official pre- 
cedent than of law, being named in 


nmount ard accepted or rejected by 
the governor, who ha-j been the ap- 
pointive officer: 
In all cases, save 


that of treasurer, the Territorial bonds 
hav« beeu personal ones. The Attor- 
ney general Js bonded tor $3.000, the 
bank commissioner for ,$25,000, 
the 


grain inspector for $10.000, and the au- 
aitor. who is also japerintendent of 
schools, tor $10;000. 


Tlie adjutant general is pledfc' ! 1o 


•ne ten Story in th? sum of $2.000 and 
tr> tlK- federal government -for 17 O'O. 
The U'fter Is made by a bonding <-oii> 
pany. As well as being adjutant geu- 
he Is dlspurslng officer to the Oklaho- 
ma National Guard for the -War and 
Treasury departments of Washington. 
There is placed to the adjutant gerftr- 
al's credit in a government depository 
the sum necessary to pay and maintain 
state troops under .the various depart- 
mental orders, and his government 
bond.Is for 50 per cent of the amount 
involved. 


The Territorial secretary Is bond- 


ed to the-.Federal government in the 
sum of $30,000, but In no amount to 
the 
territory. 
His 
ofnce 
usually 


handles three times more money for 
the Territory than it does for the gov- 
ernment.

not .been to exact a bond for the Ter- 
ritory.

What of the state officers wilt give 


bonds, the amount, as well as the man- 
ner of their making, Is to be regu- 
lated by future law, and the $500.000 
bond Treasurer Menefee Is making 
may either be Increased or diminish- 
ed.
